Introduction 

Currently, over 140 species are recorded from Iran 
(Mohamadzade Namin & V. Korneyev, in press), but no 
comprehensive checklists have been published so far. 

In 1995-1998, after retirement from the position of 
Director of the Institute for Plant Protection, Prof. Jan 
Dirlbek deposited numerous boxes with his collection of 
the fruit flies at the National Museum of Prague and kindly 
invited VAK to revise his identifications and supplied him 
with a draft of a manuscript containing list of material 
collected in 1970, 1973, and 1977 by the Czechoslovak- 
Iranian entomological expeditions to Iran and identified 
then by JD. This material was dipersed among many 
boxes and by far remains unsorted; some specimens listed 
below have not been found later to check their identity; 
a few specimens were borrowed in 1997-1999 by Dr. 
Judita Kinkorova, who worked at the Charles University 
of Prague then and are still there. 


The material from Syria, Jordan and Iraq identified 
in 1999-2000, was then published as a separate paper 
(Korneyev & Dirlbek, 2001), but publication the material 
from Iran was then postponed until the specimens are all 
studied by VAK. Now, as the studies of the fruit flies in 
Iran are in fast progress and the number of species known 
in Iranian fauna raised from 40 to 140 in the last 15 years 
(Mohamadzade Namin & V. Korneyev, in press), the list 
of material deposited in Prague collection is of certain 
interest for it contains previously unknown localities for 
many species. Furthermore, identification of some Iranian 
species from the MNP collection has become available 
only after recent taxonomic revisions (e.g., Korneyev et 
al„ 2013). 
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Material and methods 

This study is based mostly on the specimens collected 
by three Czechoslovak-Iranian expeditions to Iran in 1971- 
1977, deposited in the National Museum Prague (MNP). 

The expedition in July-August, 1971 collected 
material in North and Central Iran, whereas the routes 
of expeditions in 1973 and 1977 inluded mainly South, 
South East and North East of Iran (Figs 1-3) Detailed 
routes of the expedition with localities were described by 
Hoberlandt (1974, 1981, 1983). In this paper, localities are 
cited as given on labels, with additions [in square brackets] 
cited according to Hoberlandt (loc. cit.). 

Some species collected by this expedition have been 
already published by Dirlbek and Dirlbekova (1974), 
Dirlbek (1980), Korneyev (2002), Korneyev et al. (2011), 
but the vast majority of material is published here for the 
first time. 


List of species

For each specimen, the original label is listed [along 
with more detailed locality and coordinates in square 
brackets, as given in the expedition routes (Hoberlandt, 
1974, 1981, 1983)].

Note. In addition to T. serratulae and T. nigripalpis, 
other undescribed species poorly distinguishable from the 
T. serratulae as dry discoloured specimens occur in Iran and 
need revision. Distribution of T. longicauda is restricted to 
Northern and Central Europe; it has never been collected in 
Eastern Ukraine, Caucasus or Near East by the first author 
and Iranian record is obviously based on misidentification.

Recently, a group of 
closely related species associated with numerous species 
of Cousinia was found to occur in Iran and Middle Asia (S.
